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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant's arguments filed July 28, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Pallakoff 
teaches second level when he discloses second price offer which is a type of service (col. 8, lines 22-40; col. 4, lines 20-36; col. 11, lines 
25-42; abstract). For example, if there are three members in a Buying Group so far for the Soccer Ball example mentioned earlier, with 
the first expressing an interest in buying 5 balls, the second indicating an interest in buying 1 ball, and third indicating an interest in 
buying 20 balls, then the Aggregate Demand so far is 5+1+20=26 balls. If the seller is selling wheat instead of soccer balls, then the 
Aggregate Demand might be expressed in lbs. of wheat instead of # of balls (i.e. of different levels of goods due to changing the goods to 
either a wheat or a soccer balls products. Likewise the demand could be in terms of hours of a particular service that is being offered. In 
addition, the claim limitation specifically stated "a second good or service different from the first good or service. Examiner takes the 
position that the word "or" requires the Examiner to only meeting good or service. Clearly, Pallakoff teaches first level of service and 
second level of service different from each other due to different order of service (i.e. different prices for each levels). Therefore, the 
rejection is maintained. 
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
